2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest the limitations 

of: 

Valuing each asset in the portfolio individually by segmenting the portfolio of 
assets into three valuation portions and by: 

(a) underwriting each asset included within a first portion of the asset portfolio 
based on a first valuation methodology from the plurality of valuation methodologies, 
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(b) grouping and underwriting a sample of assets included within a second 
portion of the asset portfolio based on the first valuation methodology, 

(c) using the computer to statistically infer a value for each asset included 
within a third portion of the asset portfolio based on the first valuation methodology, 
and 

(d) repeating steps (a)-(c) for each valuation methodology included within the 
plurality of valuation methodologies; 

selecting the valuation methodology that produces a value for each of the 
assets included within the portfolio having a corresponding confidence level greater 
than a confidence level for any of the other valuation methodologies used for valuing 
the corresponding asset, wherein the confidence level represents a probability that 
the value assigned to the asset is accurate as recited in independent claims 1, 10 
and 19. 

US 6,691,094 (Herschkorn, Lee) discloses a loan trading system and 
corresponding method and, more particularly, to a loan trading system carried out over 
the Internet to match buyers and sellers of loans via the matching of bids and offers or 
through the conducting of auctions. There may be more than one type or tranche of 
term loan under the same facility. These term loans are typically differentiated by the 
maturity date of the tranche. Herschkorn does not disclose any of the steps as recited in 
independent claims 1, 10 and 19. 
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WO 97/39415 (ENG et al.) discloses a transaction network for a synthetic currency, 
which is created by pooling and dividing into shares a portfolio of highly liquid assets 
and frequent evaluation and disbursements of dividends on those assets so as to hold 
the value of the synthetic currency share at unity with the underlying currency. The 
system permits users to buy and sell mutual fund shares, or notes from a pool of such 
shares. ENG et al. does not disclose any of the steps as recited in independent claims 
1, 10 and 19. 

NPL- Dissertation article (Chopra) discloses a theoretical model and "A theory of price 
changes and trading volume", and analyzes the behavior of key variables of interest. 
Chopra does not disclose any of the steps as recited in independent claims 1, 10 and 
19. 

Each of the prior arts taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest the 
above features recited in independent claims 1, 10 and 19.
